S PEAKER BARRETT: T h ank y ou . The gentleman from Gering, Senator
Weihing.

SENATOR WEIHING: Yes, Mr. Speaker a nd mem bers of t he
Legislature, there are c ommunities that are relatively close
together such as the community in which I l i v e . Ge r i ng and
Scottsbluff are just across the river from one another and i f
you were there in that community for the first time and I t oo k
you around, you would not know the difference when you were in
Scottsbluff and Gering. Now this b i l l do e s n o t br i n g a b out any
real change in th e st atutes. T he b i l l si mp l y a l l o w s f o r
m unicipal i t i e s w i t h i n c l o s e p r o x i mi t y , one, to organize a joint
plumbing board pursuant to the Interlocal Cooperation Act. See,
all metropolitan and primary c it i e s a l r e a d y hav e pl um b i ng
boards. That is within the statutes and t hey ha ve t o hav e .
And, secondly, that the members of the board shall be residents
of the cities or live within the zoning jurisdiction of t he
city. Now the pu rpose of this is a joint plumbing board may
pro~~e to be more efficient and less costly. It just makes
things more easy to operate when you have adjoining cities or
close by communities. Now each member of the board shal l hav e
to give bond, however, there is some new language there and that
is the cost of which may be paid by such city or village which
would certainly be an advantage to each board member. There i s
some language that was struck, it is archaic. In 1976 when it
was required to ha ve s u ch a bo a r d , then it was necessary to have
language as to staggered terms. It is no longer ne cessary to
have t h at l ang u a ge within the statutes and s o i t wa s an
opportunity to just simply c l e a n up t he l anguage i n t he
statutes. I do hope that you look upon this favorably and
advance it because it can mean efficiency and maybe less costly
where municipalities are close by.
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
